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Woods Address 
At Edmonton 

Was Criticized

After operating- with special eclat 
and smoothness during the last week 
or so. the slogan “Where city and 
country meet” back-fired rather 
shamefully toward the end of the 
meeting held in First Baptist church 
Tuesday evening for the purpose of 
organizing a “political reform asso¬ 
ciation . ” 

Mr. Bickerson Pratt was the chair¬ 
man of the meeting, and upon in¬ 
vitation there were present on the 
evening’s platform, and spoke: H. 
W. Wood, president of the U.F.A.; 
Hon Mrs. Piarlby, minister without 
portfolio in the provincial cabinet; A. 
F. Ewing, lats Conservative member 
for West Edmonton in the legisla¬ 
ture; Robt. McCreath, president of 
the Trades and Labor Council; Aid. 
Jos. Adair, of the city council, and 
Alex. Stuart, K.C. 

Political Reform 

Events moved quietly enough until 
after H. W. Wood, in the course of 
an address, had developed an elab¬ 
orate system of political platform 
l based on group mobilization of citi- 
'^^eTrsllip to take the place of “individ¬ 
ualism,’’ which he charged with being 
the root of all evil in the present sys¬ 
tems of government. He was follow¬ 
ed by A. F. Ewing, who voiced an 
emphatic and eloquent protest 
against the maligning of modern sys¬ 
tems of democratic government and 
the abuse of past and present public 
men generally. 

Political Reform 

It was Alderman Adair however, 
who started ructions. He attacked 
openly the statements and opinions of 
Mr Wood, charging that the United 
Farmers practically sought to dis¬ 
franchise all people outside the pale 
of economic group organization, and 
that, while Canada was being call¬ 
ed upon to help to feed starving Rus¬ 
sia, Canadians were being told to 
discard their system of government 
and adopt that of Russia which al¬ 
lowed misery and starvation to exist 
on such a stupendous scale. 

F. H. Herbert and other members 
of th e U.F.A. in the big audience, 
took vigorous umbrage at the state¬ 
ment and interchange between the 
speaker and certain sections of the 
crowd was heated at times. The pre¬ 
ponderating element in the audience 
however, came to the rescue of Ald¬ 
erman Adair and at times howled 
down opposition. After Mr. Adair 
had proceeded to challenge his crit¬ 
ics to show that the cities were not 
not being discriminated against in Al¬ 
berta by the government, and had 
cosed his address with an appeal for 
the farmers and ail other parties to 
think outside their own ranks, F. 
W. Herbert took the platform to de¬ 
clare that Aid. Adair deliberately 
perverted the truth when he said the 
U.F. A. was seeking the establish¬ 
ment of a government like Russia’s 
in Canada. He also challenged the 
statement of Alex Htuart, K.C. , to 
the effect that Mr Wood advocated 
the creation of a group citizenship 
along military lines, so that the lead¬ 
er of the farmers’ movement could 
be commander in chief.. Mr Herbert | 
declared that the farmers’ group 
movement was solely locally organ—

It was at first believ¬ 
ed that the injured man would be able 
to pull through, but despite every at¬

The imperial parlianent having 
granted to Canada a complete sys¬ 
tem of local self-goverment, with a 
full control over taxation and expend¬ 
itures, it is only in Cinadian parli- 
ments—and I here incude provincial 
legislatures—that Canalian taxes can 
be imposed or authoriz'd and the ex¬ 
penditures of Canadian money auth¬ 
orized and controlled. 

If at any time Canaia requires im¬ 
perial legislation, on iny subject not 
within her legislative control, she ap¬ 
plies to the king in council <in the 
way 1 have describee. 

The imperial parliament cannot of 
its own motion cons itutionally - in¬ 
terfere with rights o: local self-gov- 
enrment granted to the dependency.

There can't be any real 
democracy or self-government under 
the old political systems. We have 
been no more self-governing- hereto¬ 
fore than if we had kingdoms or mon¬ 
archies. Representative government 
has been as tyrannical as any govern¬ 
ment that ever existed: 

Organ ization 

“The unit of citizenship is too low 
to have an influence in raising the 
standard of self-government by in¬ 
dividualism The unit strength in 
higher citizenship is organization. 
Group units will lift the inteligence 
of the group and empower it with 
voting strength. Our military 
strength in the war was due to organ¬ 
ization otherwise Canada’s 500.000 
unorganizeed, would have been easily 
defeated by 10,000 men well organiz¬ 
ed. War itself grows out of unsolved 
problems and political systems where 
wrong cannot get right results. No 
one party is to blame—it is the poli¬ 
tical system. These conditions will 
prevail as long as we vote as we do 
to-day. We cannot force political ma¬ 
chines to be moral for they both le¬ 
gislate and enforce.” 

Mr Wood admitted that oi’ganiza- 
tion outside of farmer and labor 
ranks was a big problem, but re¬ 
form wias impossible without mobil¬ 
ization of citizenship strength , in 
groups. He claimed by way of an 
illustration that five per cent of the 
people of Canada governed Canada by 
means of mobilized money. By mo¬ 
bilizing the voting strength of the 
people the other 95 per cent would 
get control. Money wouldn’t count 
for votes ' were not bought—simply 
not used intelligently with the same 
results.

(Continued from front page) 
ized and locally responsible and that 
no man was, or could be, a dictator. 

Democratic Rule Popular 
Before the close of the speeches the 
audience thinned to a corporal’s 
guard but it was evident, though 
that the majority of the listeners 
were not inclined to regard existing 
political systems obselete and (most 
public men cortipt, the principal ap¬ 
plause being given the speakers de¬ 
fending the British system of demo¬ 
cratic rule and the honor and intre- 
gity of past leaders of public affairs. 

The first speaker was Robert Mc- 
Creath who dwelt upon the need for 
greater purity in politics, and the 
new desire being manifested for 
cleaners systems and methods. La¬ 
bor and farmer organizations he cre¬ 
dited with bringing about this de¬ 
sire for reforms, these asking only 
fair representation and the right for 
free expression of views. Civil ser¬ 
vice reform, he declared, could only 
be brought about within the service 
itself by propere group organization 
against the patronage system. 

The Women’s Standpoint 
Hon. Mrs. Parlby spoke for the 
women of the province, holding that 
they were wrongfully accused of po¬ 
litical unconsciousness. They were 
more unprejudiced and independent 
than men in politics due to their re- 
The axe had to be taken to the root 
of all old political prejudices for the 
sake of reform. Great political ma¬ 
chines had been built up as a result 
of this superstition and prejudice on 
the part of the masses for in the past 
poitics had been taken as a hypo¬ 
dermic injection and had been hav¬ 
ing the smae effect on mind and 
morals. We have been having po¬ 
litical dope instead of political edu¬ 
cation” she remarked. Minds re¬ 
ceiving impressions instead of real 
opinions from the daily press favor¬ 
able to their particular political view¬ 
point, were hotbeds of prejudice 
useful, to machine politicians in elec¬ 
tion times. Through their organiza¬ 
tions the farmers were educating 
themselves politically and were not 
by any means the red Bolsehvists 
which pen pictures would have the 
city people believe. The same organ¬ 
ization effected among the farmers 
should be possible in the cities. 

Group Organization 
President H. W. Wood, of theTJ. 
P. A. was not highly optimistic over 
the possibility of icity electors or¬ 
ganizing a “political group’’ but he 
argued at length and with earnest¬ 
ness that political reform was only 
possible through the organization of 
groups. The business of electing 

members of the government should 
he entirely in the hands of these 
political groups with the representa¬ 
tive responsible to the people through 
these groups. Members of a govern¬ 
ment should have nothing to do with 
the business of election but should 
devote all their energies to the busi¬ 
ness of legislation. Mr Wood blam¬ 
ed the standard of citizenship for the 
“failure” of present political systems. 
By way of question he asserted that 
politicians operate political machin¬ 
ery at present primarily for the pur¬ 
pose of re-election. The things poli? 
ticians did, was the standard they 
placed on electoral citizenship. 

Mobilize For Objective 

“Citizens are not capable of carry¬ 
ing on political machinery as indi¬ 
viduals. They must mobilize to ac¬ 
complish their object, and frankly 
I don’t know how you people in the 
cities are going to organize. The 
farmers mobilized their citizenship 
strength through an economic group 
organization and in no other way can 
members of the government be intel¬ 
ligently elected and the machinery of 
politics be successfully carried on. 

We have been governed by our 
representatives inthe past. We are 
now trying to govern through our re-

Where only one or 
two species are planted more trees 
can be set in a given time than where 
four or five speciees are planted to¬ 
gether.—N. M. Ross, Dom.

In the previous chapter I have gi¬ 
ven a short summary of the different 
authorities that govern the empire as 
a whole, and now,come to the feder¬ 
al government of the Dominion itself 
This government is divided among 
the following authorities: — 

1 . The sovereign, as a head of the 
executive, represented by a govern' 
or-general. 

2. A cabinet, members of the pri- 
vy council for Canada forming the ad¬ 
visory council of the sovereigns re¬ 
presentative usually called the “Go¬ 
vernment.” 

3. A parliament, exercising legis¬ 
lative functions as a court of appeal 
from the courts of the provinces, and 
for the settlement of constitutional 
difficulties; and the other courts en¬ 
forcing the various Dominion laws.

The king is the head of the execut¬ 
ive government of Canada. He is as 
much sovereign of Canada as of Eng¬ 
land or of Scotland or of Ireland, 
and his supremacy must be acknow¬ 
ledged in all executive or legislative 
acts of this dependency. 

As the king is unable to be present 
in person in Canada he is represent¬ 
ed by a g'overnor—general appointed 
by his majesty in council. 

This functionary, chosen from pub¬ 
lic men of high standing in England, 
has double responsibilities, for he Is 
at once the governor-in-chief of a 
great dependency, who acts under 
the advice of a ministry responsible 
to parliament, and he is at the same 
time guardian of the imperial inter¬ 
ests . 

He .is bound by the terms of his 
commission and can only exercise 
such authority as is expressly or im¬ 
pliedly entrusted to him by the king, 
He must report regularly upon all 
those imperial and other matters on 
which the secretary for state for the 
colonies should he informed. Bills 
reserved for consideration of the im¬ 
perial government are forwarded by 
him to the secretary of state for the 
colonies with his reasons for reserv¬ 
ing them. 

The British North America Act 
provides that copies of all acts of 
the Canadian parliament shall be sent 
by him to the secretary of state for 
the colonies, that they may be duly 
considered and disallowed within two 
years in case they are found to con¬ 
flict with imperial interests or are 
beyond the legitimate powers of Can¬ 
ada as a dependency. 

The governor-general, as the head 
of the executive of Canada, assem¬ 
bles, prorogues and dissolves parlia¬ 
ment and assents to bills in the name
